The French papers, which have been received down 
to the 17th ioftant, contain a copy of the New Confti- 
tution for the government of France.—In our laft we 
pave the leading features of it: The details are too 
long for our infertion to-day, but we fhall take another 
opportunity of laying them before our readers. 

The Conftitution is now under difcuffion in the inter- 
mediate Committees ; and, as foon as it fhall be finally 
digefted, it is to be.prefented to the people at large for 
their affent. — are to be allowed three days in each 
Commune to regifter their acceptance or retufal of it, 
in abook-to be opened for the purpofe; and in the 
mean time they are to be faved the trouble of choofing 
reprefentatives, or of exercifing any civil right in organ- 
izing this new fabric. The Government and the Le- 
giflature are all to be appointed without the interference 
of the people, that the machine may be fet in motion; 
but afterwards, that is, in the cue of the year 9, the 
elections are to commence, and trom that time: France 
will have the form and femblance ofa reprefentation 
purely ariftocratical, but by which every Citizen may be 
faid to be eligible to every office. The powers entruft- 
ed to the Government are larger and fubject to lefs con- 














.|4roul than in the moft of the Soveregnities of Europe. 


The people have no balance in the independent {pirit of 
a popular Legiflature, emanating direétly from them- 
felves, againit the influence of the Government ; and 
there is no. means provided by which public vigilance 
and jealoufy can be felt asa check on the inroads of 
power. 

Many, however, may perfuade themfelves, that in 
this form of a Conftitution they fee fomething that pro- 
mifes repofe to Europe. We with we could agree with 
fuch ; but on the contrary, we {ee nothing of perma- 
omer in it; and we fhall be much miftaken indeed, if 
it la{t for more than two years. Buowaparte and his 
adherents will be fwept away, like their predeceffors in 
power, to make room for othcrs, 

We underitand that it is not until this new felf-elea- 
ed Government fhail be inftalled, that Buonaparte, 
its chief, means to promulgate the terms upon which he 
is willing to give peace to Europe. The accounts from 
France fay, that by the 28th of this month, thefe terms 
would be made known to the public, and that their mo- 
deration would be a proof of the fincerity of the Con- 
fuls in their defire of giving repofe to the world. We 
know not why this date is mentioned, as the new Con- 
ftitution cannot certainly be eftablifhed by that time 
through the voice of the people. We itate however 
the report as it comes to us without a commentary. 

No other material intelligence has been received by 
thefe French papers. We have .learnt nothing more 
refpecting the propofal of an armiftice with the Auftri- 
ans, but in a letter from Stutgard, it is ramoured nepo- 
ciations have been propofed through the Courts of 
Madrid and Berlin. Little credit, however, is due to 
fuch a letter.

Recolle&s THomson two days after, bringing the 
half cf an ox to the market, which he the witnefs pur- 
chafed for 4s. 6d. per ftone.

** half or whole carcaffes in that way in the market.” 

Wit. “ Yes, Ihave ofien done fo, and Sicfbers fre- 
‘* quently purchafe from one another. The Dalkeith fefb- 
“ ers bring many whole carcaffes to the market, which 
“ are purchafed by the flefoers here.” 

The obvious effect of fuch a practice mutt be to en- 
hance the prices of butcher meat; and certainly this is 
precifely what the law points at when it ena@s pains and 
penalties upon regraters and foreftallers, We hope 
thofe gentlemen whofe duty it is to attend’ to matters of 
this kind, will not fafferfuch a practice to be continued

N et mode for relieving we poorer and industrious 

classes of sociezy, in a Gime of such scarcity as the pn 
the first object undoubtedly is, ro prevent gil waste ia thee 
ticle of food, and economise,as much as possible, the stock d 
corn and other articles of provisiun. 

Though it may be extremely desirable to augment the stod 
of corn in the country, by means of iniportation from forei 
parts, yet it would be very impolitic, if. societies, for £ 
the purpose of relieving the necessities of the indigent, 
they to engage in such importations. By doing so, they would 
only occupy the place of the merchanr, and tend to discourage 
the endeavours of those whose business, aud even whose interat 
it is, to bring supplies front those markets affording a supéte 
fi to places where @ scorcity exists. By their knoe " 

rience they are: infinitely better qualified to undert 
su dventures than any society of persons can be with 
such experience. Government, in order to meet the scarcity 
which existed a few years.ago, not only gave a high bounty os 
importation, prohibited the home distilleries, but, in the ele 
racter of merchants, became’ importers .of immense quentitig 
of corn from all quarters. This was found very discourggin 
to the trade of the regular merchant, and upon the whole; not 
to answer the purpose in view; for more recently, Govern 
ment have signified that no such interference is again to teke 
place, consequently, it is left to the merchant alone to supply 
the wants of the couatry ; and as he will expect a profit on ‘is 
trade, so he will not be backward. in running risks to atcom- 
plish his object. 

What applies to the country at large, applies equally to 
smaller communities, and if there be any impolicy in the Go- 
vernment of this country taking mto tlicir own hands the 
trade of importation, it must be equally impolitic in a commu: 
nity, such as Edinburgh, to adopt a plan which has been proved 
by experience not to answer, Neither can such importation 
be attempted at present ; all communication with the Baltic 
and the Continent beiag now shut for xt least four months to 
come. 

‘To transport corn from one part of the island to another, 
would only change the seat of the inconvenience without coritig 
the evil; not to mention the danger of ebstruction on the 
par inhabitants of that district from whence such sup- 
pli to be drawn ; indeed, a spirit of jealousy 20 this ef- 
fect s already to manifest itself in the inhabitants of seve+ 
ral parts of Scotland. : 

Leaving therefore the trade of importation to the merchant, 
let us return to the consideration of economy ; and nothing 
tends so much to frustrate economical plans as the accounts 
which we sce daily inserted in the news-papers of great and 
fresh importations, and of ‘the expectations which are thereby 
held out of a reduction of prices. Thesé acconnts are often 
false, and inserted probably to intimidate the holders of corn- 
The information and intelligence of the holders are, for the 
most part, superior to newspaper accounts, so” thit withouc 
answering the purpose, its direct tendency is to ly asleep 
the fears of the public, throw them off their plans of economy, 
and occasion tu them ultimately, a double portion of i 
pointment. é 

Of the same effect must be any plan which has for its objett 
oe reduction of the prices below the natural level of the mar 

et. 

‘The people are thereby led to tmaging that the scarcity is 
but temporary, and occasioped by artificial capses. Having 
thereby no wants, they have naturalty few cares. Their money

Parents wishing them to go to apprenticeships, give 
them thereby an opportunity of being seen and sought after. 

Tradesmen and manufacturers wishing to have apprentices 

will know where to apply; and thus the children, instead of 
sinking under the present distress, will be turned ‘into the 
paths of industry and virtue, contributing in an essential degree 
to the prosperity of the State. 
- Athird class are the wives of industrious tradesmen, and 
widows or single womeu, who, by their situation apd circum- 
statices are prevented from rendering their labour productive. 
‘This is owing perhaps to their want of capital with which to 
jurchase lint or other materials to work upon, or to a want 
of confidence in them by the manufacturer, or persons in the 
Jine of giving them employntent, who often do not chouse to 
trust their property in. their hands, This class might earn by 
spinning from 4d. to 6d. per day, or between 2 and 3s. per 
week each, which would be a great addit.on to their support 
and maintenance. : 

To obviate the difficulties in the situation of this class, leta 
house of industry be prepared, into which they shall be recei+ 
ved, each woman bringitg with her a spinning wheel. ‘Those 
having no wheels may be iurnished with chem. 

In this house let them be accommodated with com- 
fortable apartments, firing, and every necessary material.— 
4 them be paid. tor their labour at the highest manufactu- 

g prices 5 and, in addition to their earnings, if it shall be 
thought necessary, let then receive breakfast and dinner, and be 
permiited to returia at night to their several homies, or, if more 
expedient, let them supply themselves with food irom the Pab- 
lic Kitchen, or according to their own choice, and instead 
thereof let them bé paid for their labour at the rate of one-third, 
or any given proportion more than the manufacturing prices, 
which would operate as a greater incitement to their industry. 
This relieves them of the expence of fuel at home, and as the 
surest means of turning their labour to account. 

When the necessary portion of relicf shall be afforded to the 
three classes of people above menticnedin the manner sug- 
gested,it is thought that very little, if any thing more, remains 
to be done; and it will not be found upon. investigation that 
either of the two classes consisting of the women and children 
will prove so exceedingly numerous, as most people unacquaint- 
ed with the state of the lower rauks of the inhabitants of this 
city might be led at first to imagine, and the sum of money 
necessary for carrying this plan 05 we into effect, with re- 
spect to them, will be found to be preatly less than the loss 
upon mnporting and distributing meal at reduced prices, to an 
equal number of people, would amount to. | Itis calculated 
upon the best information which.a subject of this kind admits 
of, that not more than 400 children nor more than 200 women 
at the utmost, will take the benefit of the asylum and house of 
industry, and the expence of maintaining these, upon the plan 
abovementioned, for a period of six months, at the present 
high price of provisions, would not amount to a sum exceed- 
ing 12901. to 1300]. and this will include the expence of sundry 
articles of furniture and utensils necessary to be provided. 

Ifthe above plan in its three branches, were introduced; 
aod properly encouraged by the public, the poor of this ety 
might be considered as suific iently provided for, Besides 
the many public institutions of a charitable nature, such ‘as 
the Trinity Hospital for old peoples-the Asylum for the in- 
dustrious ‘blind——-the many hospitals for the receptiqm of 

ehiltven—the Public Dispensary—the M ne—t! 
for the partial support of tie wives and families of soldig#s aud 
‘ailors im the service of their country--Horn’s mortification, 
and the like, which are at ali times useful charities, but parti- 
calarly so in such times as the present, there 1s the Charity 
Work-house, to which every indiyent inhabitant may have re- 
course upon no other reconmmendation than a certificate of their 
poverty and of three yeary residence. 

The funds of the Charity Work-house have for some years 
past, been equal to the expence. of supporting all the poor of 
tite city who have chosen to take the benefit of it. 

There 1s also the Royal Infirmary for the reception of the 
sick, an institution of the utmost utility, into which they are 
readily admitted. And likewise the new institution of the 
Public Kitchen, which promises to be of very great utility to 
the industrious and to the poorer classes of the inhabitants, and 
which will beara due proportion of the wants of the necessitous. 

It may probably be thought foreign to the present subject, to 
touch at all upon the Bridewell institution, but while. the in- 
habitants come forward frankly and diberally in aid ‘of the ne- 
cessities of the indigent, they have right to expect the utmost 
exertions of the police in the suppression of begying upon our 
streets, and in the punishment of vagrants. Without the 
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strictest attention to this, no persom can. pass along our 
and the charity of the unsuspecting 
ot 


streets . unmolested, 
is often diverted from its proper object to tha -support 
only of the poor belonging to other parishes, but also 
courage the idle and the profligate. For these wel 
important purposes, the act of Parliament which ates 
the Bridewell, makes admirable provision, apd ought’ to be 
well and duly enforced. 
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* When meal is to be given, it would not be necessary fer 
the managers of the fund to provide large stock of this ar- 
ticle, but to establish a correspondence or agreement with the 
sellers of meal, to be suppliedat the market price. Onthese dealers 
the managers wouls! give out tickets, entitling the bearer toa 
given quantity of meal, either gratis, or at so much per veck 
under the agreed price. These tickets wonld form a charge 
upon the fund, and thus the .energy of the dealer would he 
preserved, while the oss or expence to the fund would be ren- 
dered much less than by laying up stocks, and preventing so 
far asthat goes, the free circula'ion of the commodity. ‘The 
whole transaction would thereby flow in an easy channel, with- 
cut exciting alarm to the public, or givi1g much trouble to 
the managers. _ —— “

A houfe by itfelf, well adapted for the f{chool, and 
houfe of indultry, which can be had withoutfexpence, is 
now ready to be opened, whenever the plan fhall be ap- 
proved of, 

All fubfcribers to the amount of 5 puineas or upwards, 
to be entitled to prefent any woman or.a boy or girl to 
the benefit of the charity for 4 period of not more than 
fix months. 

It is computed at the prefent price of provifions, that 
the fum of twb pounds or two guineas will be equal on 
the above plan to the maintenance o> fuch woman, boy 
or girl for fix months. By confining the right of pre- 
fentation to contributors of five guineas fomething is at 
the fame time fecured for the other purpofés of the in- 
ftitution. 

POOR IN SOUTH DISTRICTS. 

We are informed that a€ommittee of the Commif- 
fioners of the eight Southern Diftriéts are appointed to 
confult with the Lord Provoft and Magillrates ‘about 
the immediate ereétion of a Public Kitchen for the Poor 
of thofe diftri@s. ‘The Commiflioners have alfo appoint- 
ed a Committee to prepare a plan for fupplying their 
own poor with meal and other provifions at a reduced 
price. The outlines of the plan are as follows :—A vo- 
luotary contribation to be raifed in each diftrist, out, of 
which its own poor will firft be fupplied ; the overplus of 
the richer diftri@s to be lodged in the hands of a gene- 
ral treafurer, who. will parcel it out to the deficient 
diftri€ls in fuch proportion as fhall be determined by 
the meeting of the Commiflioners. —The Commitlioners 
and refident members of, the Welt Kirk Seffion, toge- 
ther with a fufficient oumber of other refpectable inha- 
bitants, to take charge of the poor in their own bounds ; 
to collect for that purpofe from door to door ; to give 
no fupply without vifiting the family that applies. for it; 
and each of them to vilit weekly a few of the penfion- 
ers in their near neighbourhood, of whofe circum{tances 
and conduct they will be able to judge when they give 
them their weekly fupply. 

It is hoped that a plan fo evidently calculated to ferve 
the poor, without occafioning any more expence than is 
abfolutely neceffary, will meet with the approbation of 
the public, and thac contribetions will be univerfal on 
this urgent occafion among all who have any. thing to 
give. The wants of the poor may. be eafily and ef- 
teétually fupplied, and all wafte of provifions may be 
avoided, when a finall diftrit is committed to the 
charge of a few refpectable inhabitants, who live upon 
the {pot, and can, with very little trouble, obrain every 
information refpecting poor families, to whom they 
communicate the bounty of the public, with due atten- 
ti the wants, the indultry, and the characters of 
thofe who apply for it.
